Gilcrest  &  Wells  :  1907  to  1920

Eric  Schena  and  I  were  talking  about  WV  Ingle  coal  tokens  and  he  mentioned 
that  the  Gilchrist  and  Wells  token  order  was  sent  to  Wheeler,  Alabama.  Here  is 
what  I  have  found  on  the  subject. 

Listed  in  Dodrill's  book  on  page  91,  item  #G219,  as  Gilchrist  &  Wells,  the  store 
was  the  company  store  for  A.  Gilchrist  &  Sons  Coal  Co.  from  1907  to  1917. 
Here  lies  a  problem:  in  the  West  Virginia  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of 
Mines  in  Brooke  County  from  1913  to  1919,  West  Virginia  Pittsburg  Coal  Co. 
operated  the  Gilchrist  #3  mine.  During  those  same  years  there  was  no  Gilchrist 
or  Gilcrest  Coal  Co.  in  operation  in  Brooke  County.  Note:  the  spelling  is  differ¬ 
ent  from  Edkins. 

John  Hudgins  has  submitted  the  scan  of  two  Gilchrist  and  Wells  tokens.  The 
Ingle  record  ledger  shows  Gilchrist  &  Wells  order  #4147  shipped  to  Wheeler, 
AL,  in  approximately  1918.  Gilchrist  &  Wells  is  listed  in  Bradstreet  from  at  least 
1914  to  1920  in  Wheeler,  AL,  as  a  general  store  per  John  Byars  and  John 
Hudgins. 

In  an  email  from  Donald  Clifford  he  stated,  "Gilchrist  Coal  Co.  is  listed  in  Dun 
listings  [WV]  of  1900  through  1903.  It  is  not  listed  in  1907  or  1909  Dun  Direc¬ 
tory.  There  is  no  listing  in  any  Dun  Directory  from  1900  to  1909  for  a  Gilchrist  & 
Wells  or  Gilcrest  &  Wells  at  Lazearville.  Gilchrist  &  Wells  Ingle  scrip  was  issued 
with  Ingle  system  1914  reverse,  which  would  date  them  to  the  1914  -  1920 
range.  There  is  no  Gilchrist  or  Gilcrest  &  Wells  listed  in  any  town  in  West  Vir¬ 
ginia  according  to  my  1914  Dun  listing  and  my  1914  Bradstreet  listing.” 

Lazearville  is  not  listed  in  the  1919  Bradstreet  directory  and  no  Gilcrest  or  Gil¬ 
christ  is  listed  in  Wellsburg,  either.  The  five  cent  tokens  listed  in  Edkins  for  Gil¬ 
crest  &  Wells  for  Lazearville  and  for  Wellsburg  appear  to  be  the  same  token.  In 
my  1889  Bradstreet,  Lazearville  was  one  mile  from  Wellsburg.  In  the  1912  An¬ 
nual  Report  W.  A.  Gilchrist  received  a  second  class  certificate  in  Laing,  WV. 


Conclusions: 

1.  The  only  token  known,  [Edkins  Catalogue]  a  five  cent  Gilcrest  &  Wells  NP  solid 
round  either  19-20mm  [An  error:  Eric  said  Ingle  used  20mm  on  their  five  cent  tokens 
consistently].  The  Ingle  system  1914  reverse  of  Gilcrest  &  Wells  in  Lazearville  and 
Wellsburg  is  the  same  token.  There  is  now  an  unlisted  ten  cent  token  known. 

2.  Sometime  prior  to  1913,  West  Virginia  Pittsburg  Coal  Co.  acquired  the  Gilchrist  op¬ 
eration. 

3.  Gilchrist  &  Wells  is  an  ALABAMA  token  and  not  a  West  Virginia  token.  They  oper¬ 
ated  in  West  Virginia  for  a  time  but,  the  scrip  tokens  were  used  in  Alabama  not 
West  Virginia.

Somewhere  in  the  inky  depths  of  Lake  Erie  lie  thousands  of  stamped  pieces  of  metal  - 
pieces  of  West  Virginia  history. 

Thousands  more  are  miles  below  the  ground  -  at  the  bottom  of  a  core  hole  drilled  in  Boone 
County. 

And  countless  other  thousands  lie  deep  within  abandoned  mines,  in  a  ironic  sort  of  way  re¬ 
placing  the  mineral  which  spawned  their  coinage. 

The  pieces  are  scrip,  metal  tokens  coined  by  the  coal  companies,  issued  to  the  miners  of 
earlier  days  as  an  advance  on  their  wages. 

For  all  practical  purposes,  scrip  was  the  only  form  of  currency  used  in  the  West  Virginia 
coalfields,  says  Bob  Craigo,  a  local  author  and  scrip  collector  who  has  more  than  6,500 
pieces  in  his  collection. 

Craigo  said  paper  scrip  first  appeared  in  West  Virginia  about  1820  when  money  issued  by 
coal  and  salt  companies  like  Turner  &  McFarland  and  Hewitt.  Ruffner  and  Co.,  was  said  to 
be  more  commonly  used  than  that  issued  by  the  bank  of  Virginia. 

About  1872,  Pioneer  Coal  Co.  on  Dry  Branch  of  Campbells  Creek  issued  what  may  be  the 
first  metal  scrip  in  the  country.  Craigo  has  some  of  that  scrip,  which  he  says  is  not  uncom¬ 
mon.  “Good  for  $1  in  merchandise,”  it  says  on  one  side,  “at  store  of  PIONEER  Coal  Co. 

The  first  metal  scrip  was  stamped  out  of  thin  brass,  the  5  cent  piece  was  often  plated  with 
nickel.  After  1924,  the  coins  usually  alternated  between  brass,  copper  and  nickel. 

Willy  Osborne,  owner  of  Osborne  Register  Co.,  made  a  fortune  in  the  ‘20s  and  ‘30s  when 
he  introduced  a  thicker  scrip  which  was  not  as  easily  bent  and  didn’t  clog  the  scrip  dispens¬ 
ing  machines. 

“For  every  little  hollow  and  every  little  bridge,  West  Virginia  had  a  company  store.”  Craigo 
said.  Food,  clothing,  furniture  -  in  fact,  everything  their  miners  needed,  was  available  at  the 
store  -  and  miners  were  expected  not  to  take  their  business  elsewhere. 

But  anytime  there  is  an  oft-used  and  convenient  system  of  trade,  it  becomes;  the  medium  of 
exchange  for  everything  -  no  matter  what  is  stamped  on  it. 

For  instance,  if  a  man  needed  a  bottle  of  whiskey,  he  could  sell  his  scrip  to  a  discounter  for 


70  cents  on  the  dollar,  then  take  the  cash  into  town  and  get  his  bottle. 

Craigo,  who  worked  for  Kelly’s  Creek  mine  in  the  ‘40s  said  he  remembers  buying  scrip  back 
from  discounters  for  75  cents  on  the  dollar,  then  using  it  to  buy  furniture  for  his  living  room  from 
the  company  store. 

Craigo  said  every  company  also  had  a  gas  station  which  accepted  scrip,  and  buying  gas  with 
discounted  scrip  was  another  way  to  save  money. 

The  miners  were  essentially  captive  customers  in  coal  company  stores  -  and  sometimes  the 
companies  took  advantage  of  it. 

“Some  years  the  company  store  would  make  more  money  than  the  mines.”  Craigo  said. 

By  1942,  Wiley  Osborne  saw  the  handwriting  on  the  wall.  He  sold  Osborne  Register  for 
$500,000  and  moved  to  Florida. 

With  the  growth  of  other  West  Virginia  businesses,  the  companies  could  no  longer  hold  a  cap¬ 
tive  audience.  The  big  blow  to  the  company  store  was  dealt  by  mechanized  equipment  -  which 
greatly  reduced  the  number  of  miners. 

Between  1953  and  1959,  the  number  of  stores  operated  by  the  New  River  Co.  of  Mount  Hope 
dropped  from  16  to  five.  The  story  of  the  other  companies  is  the  same. 

Many  companies  called  their  scrip  back  in  when  the  stores  closed,  then  buried  or  destroyed  it. 

It  was  Boomer  Coal  and  Coke  which  reportedly  gathered  theirs  together  at  the  home  office  in 
Cleveland,  then  dumped  it  into  Lake  Erie. 

The  Boone  County  Coal  Corp.  threw  their  scrip  down  a  core  hole.  Winding  Gulf  Collieries  at 
Tams  mixed  some  of  its  scrip  in  with  concrete  and  used  it  as  a  footer  when  the  firm  built  a  com¬ 
pany  building.  Other  companies  simply  threw  theirs  down  abandoned  mines. 

Since  the  value  of  a  particular  piece  of  scrip  depends  on  how  much  of  it  is  known  to  exist,  that 
issued  by  companies  like  these  is  obviously  worth  more  than  that  issued  by  New  River  Co. 
which  still  uses  scrip  in  its  Mount  Hope  store. 

Some  scrip  has  become  very  valuable  to  collectors.  Craigo  has  a  complete  set  of  uncirculated 
Kellys  Creek  scrip  which  he  values  at  $200.  He  has  a  $1  piece  from  a  Manila  (Boone  County) 
mine  which  is  worth  $200  by  itself. 

But  more  intrinsically  valuable  than  the  dollar  worth  of  these  pieces  of  metal  is  the  story  they  tell 
of  West  Virginia.  Hundreds  of  towns  like  Ameagle,  Mabscott  and  Putney  took  their  names  from 
the  coal  mines  that  were  their  very  reason  for  existence. 

When  the  mines  petered  out,  the  towns  often  did  too.  In  many  cases,  the  only  remnant  of  the 
towns  is  coal  company  scrip,  only  “redeemable”  at  a  place  which  no  longer  exists.

FIstoln’  with  Scrip

The  photo  is  one  of  an  old 
friend  of  mine  from  Kettle  Island, 

Kentucky,  who  passed  away  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago.  He  began  his  career 
in  mining  working  as  a  “white 
eye”  (a  teenager  not  on  the  payroll 
performing  gang  labor  for  an  older 
miner  -  his  Dad  -  with  a  mine  sec¬ 
tion/room  assigned  to  him)  at  Pio¬ 
neer  Coal  Company,  who  then 
spent  most  of  his  adult  life  working  for  the  Blue  Diamond  Coal  Company’s  vari¬ 
ous  mines,  including  those  at  Leatherwood  (Toner),  Pathfork  and  Chevrolet.  Af¬ 
ter  retiring,  I  represented  him  in  his  claims  for  black  lung,  and  his  UMW  pension, 
we  became  friends,  and  he  would  often  drop  by  my  office  to  “loafer”,  when  nei¬ 
ther  of  us  were  busy. 

One  day  he  and  I  were  talking  about  scrip,  and  also  fishing,  and  he  sud¬ 
denly  got  a  grin  on  his  face  an’  said,  “Why,  I  even  bought  my  boat  with  scrip!” 
He  went  on  to  tell  me  that  while  working  at  Chevrolet,  the  commissary  manager, 
Bill  Powell  (whose  daughter  Jane  was  a  high  school  sweetheart  of  mine),  began 
selling  aluminum  boats  and  Johnson  outboards  in  the  Commissary.  My  friend  and 
Mr.  Powell  spent  a  lotta  time  examining  the  boat  on  display,  the  manufacturer’s 
catalog,  and  the  price  for  a  “rig”  just  to  fit  his  specifications,  as  well  as  how  he'd 
pay  for  it.  Finally  the  two  settled  on  a  price,  and  my  friend  agreed  to  have  a  set 
amount  deducted  from  his  weekly  paycheck  each  payday  as  a  “scrip  draw”  for  a 
two  year  period,  and  he  drove  home  with  his  fishing  boat!  And  every  cent  paid 
Blue  Diamond  for  the  boat  came  out  of  my  friend’s  “scrip”  account. 

My  friend  used  that  boat  and  motor  for  more  than  forty  years,  and  he  had  it 
when  he  died,  not  long  after  giving  me  this  photograph  taken  at  his  Kettle  Island 
home.  The  motor  was  kept  on  its  manufacturer’s  stand  in  his  garage. 

So,  while  we  may  have  all  heard  stories  of  the  abuse  of  scrip,  I  think  that 
those  of  us  who  love  both  scrip  and  “wettin’  a  line”  will  agree  that  my  ole  friend 
made  pretty  good  use  of  his  scrip  draw  at  Blue  Diamond! 

And  that’s  why  my  buddy  always  claimed  that  he  “fished  with  scrip”.

This  380  page  hardcover  book  lists  almost  9000  pieces  of  scrip.  Information  includes  the  company  that  issued 
the  piece,  denominations  issued  in  the  series,  material  the  piece  is  composed  of,  diameter,  shape,  visual  representa¬ 
tion  of  any  cut-out  in  the  piece,  and  a  rarity  rating  that  gives  a  suggested  value.
